Mr. Chairman, Lady and Gentlemen, 
I have pleasure in presenting the Annual Report for 196). 


The Registrar General's figure for the population at mid year 196) 
was 6,900 and compares with 6,930 last year. This drop, small though it 
be, is difficult to explain but is in keeping with slight variations over 
the years. 


On births and deaths, there were 126 births and 125 deaths during 
the year, compared with 119 births and 139 deaths last year: a trend in the 
right direction. The town's adjusted birth rate for the year of 18.99 is 
above the national birth rate of 18.) per 1,000 population per annum, while 
the town's adjusted death rate of 10.33 is below the national death rate of 
11.3 per 1,000 population per annum. There was one death of an infant 
under one year of age compared with five last year. 


Infectious diseases were few during the year and call for no 
special comment. 


The sanitary circumstances in the District changed little during 
the year. h7 of the 8 samples of the town's water supply were satisfactory, 
the one unsatisfactory sample was satisfactory when repeated. Sewage 
continued to be treated at the Riverhead Sewage Works and a further 27 pail 
closets were converted to the W.C. system, leaving a new low figure of 60 
pail closets still in use. 


On housing, two areas, comprising 17 houses, were represented under 
Section 2 of the Housing Act, 1917, one house was dealt with under Section 
9 and 10 of the same Act, and 33 new houses were completed by private 
enterprise. The total number of houses in the District rose to 2,27). 


It is pleasing to note that 100 per cent meat inspection continued 
to be carried out and again no tuberculosis was found in cattle (including 
cows). 

In presenting this report I would like to express my thanks to 
Mr. Marsh and the staff for their work and help during the year and also to 
the Chairman and Members of the Public Health Committee for their constant 
interest and support.
